And when they lifted up their 12 
eyes afar off, and knew him not, they lifted 
up their voice, and wept ; and they rent every 
one his mantle, and sprinkled dust upon their 
heads toward heaven. So they sat down with 13 
him upon the ground seven days and seven 
nights, and none spake a word unto him: for

I ^the Preacher was king over Israel in Je- 12 
rusalem. And I applied my heart to seek and 13 
to search out by wisdom concerning all that is 
done under heaven : it is a sore travail that 
God hath given to the sons of men to be 
exercised therewith. I have seen all the works 14 
that are done under the sun ; and, behold, all 
is vanity and *a striving after wind. That 15 
which is crooked cannot be made straight: and 
*that which is wanting cannot be numbered. 
I communed with mine own heart, saying, Lo, 16 
I have gotten me great wisdom *above all that 
were before me 'in Jerusalem : yea, my heart 
•hath had great experience of wisdom and 
knowledge. And I applied my heart to know 17 
wisdom, and to know madness and folly : I per- 
ceived that this also was a striving after wind. 
For in much wisdom is much grief: and he 18 
that increaseth knowledge increaseth sorrow. 

I said in mine heart, Go to now, I will prove i 2 
thee with mirth ; ^therefore enjoy "pleasure : 
and, behold, this also was vanity. I said of 2 
laughter, It is mad : and of mirth. What doeth 
it ? I searched in mine heart how to cheer my 3 
flesh with wine, mine heart yet 'guiding me with 
wisdom, and how to lay hold on folly, till I might 
see what it was good for the sons of men that 
they should do under the heaven ^^all the days 
of their life. I made me great works ; I builded 4 
me houses ; I planted me vineyards ; I made s 
me gardens and parks, and I planted trees in 
them of all kinds of fruit : I made me pools 6 
of water, to water therefrom the forest where 
trees were reared : I bought menservants and 7 
maidens, and had servants bom in my house ; 
also I had great possessions of herds and 
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flocks, above all that were before me in Jeru- 

8 salem : I gathered me also silver and gold, 
and the peculiar treasure of kings and of the 
provinces : I gat me men singers and women 
singers, and the delights of the sons of men, 

9 ^concubines very many. So I was great, and \0r, musical 
increased more than all that were before me ^a^lh^o/aii 
in Jerusalem : also my wisdom 'remained with i^^^g

down, and a time to build up ; a time to weep, 4 
and a time to laugh ; a time to mourn, and a

A good name is better than precious ointment; i ' 
and the day of death than the day of one's birth. 
It is better to go to the house of mourning, than 2 
to go to the house of feasting : for that is the 
end of all men ; and the living will lay it to his 
heart Sorrow is better than laughter: for by 3 
the sadness of the countenance the heart is made 
^glad. The heart of the wise is in the house of 4 
mourning ; but the heart of fools is in the house 
of mirth.
